The chunge In business or¬ 
ganization through the concentration of 
capital bus created new posltlous of 
power and responsibility In the Indus¬ 
trial world. These call for a higher 
grade of education on the pnrt of the 
leaders of enterprise than was demand¬ 
ed in the past. 


It is a long tide that has no turning. 
American colleges have hitherto been 
debtors to the colleges of Europe for 
professors as frequently as their teach¬ 
ing staffs could thus be recruited. Hith¬ 
erto the universities of Europe have 
■neered at commerce as outside the 
purview of university education. Prof. 
Ashley of Harvard has been appointed 
head of the new department of com¬ 
merce In the University of Birming¬ 
ham, famous for the manufacture of 
wooden screws and politicians named 
Chamberlain. 

Tho story that John D. Rockefeller Is 
to make hi* home In England Is proba¬ 
bly Incorrect. But if such a thing should 
happen It would hasten the day when 
the United States will adopt drastic 
measures to check the evils of absentee 
nilUlonartsm. Of course, says the Chi¬ 
cago American, we have no objection 
to the expatriation of any money-heap- 
«r who find* the air of America too raw 
for his lungs. But we do object to hav¬ 
ing the wealth accumulated by the en¬ 
ergy, labor and Ingenuity of the Ameri¬ 
can people sent altroad to maintain a 
useless colony of Astors, Bradley Mar¬ 
tins and Van Alens. When the owner¬ 
ship of American property Is transfer¬ 
red to Europe by hundred# of millions 
at a time the process assumes the pro¬ 
portions of a national disaster. It will 
have to be stopped. If nothing else 
will stop It a graduated Income tax 
reaching 50 per cent ou overgrown rev¬ 
enues sent to owners living abroad 
probably will. 

Those people who run over from Eu¬ 
rope for a month In order to collect data 
for the wrttlnsf of a book on America 
ought to have been at El Ueno when 
the Kiowa and Comanche lands were 
apportioned. They would have seen a re¬ 
markable phase of a remarkable peo¬ 
ple. The lottery conducted by tho gov¬ 
ernment will be considered by the histo¬ 
rian as one of the unique events of the 
xwrld’s history. Its semblance cannot 
be found In the annals of any other 
country. Like all American projects It 
worked smoothly. There have been no 
complaints of Injustice. One of the re¬ 
markable features of the drawing was 
the conduct of the 180,000 people. It 
was feared that In such a crowd there 
Would bo lawlessness and disorder. On 
tlie contrary there was the utmost good | 


feeling. Rough good nature was to the 
front and there were Instances of self- 
sacrifice and chivalry that would have 
done credit to any community. The 
American people are the most wonder¬ 
ful people in the world. They pursue 
the dollar persistently and spend It 
magnificently. They are the best light¬ 
ers now living, and at tlie same time 
they are the most restrained nnd best 
poised; the biggest hearted as well us 
the shrewdest people on the globe.

The construction of his his¬ 
tory is as original as Its facts. 

“What time is It?” Few questions are 
more common than this, and yet each 
day the United States Government 
goes to a great expense In giving It an 
official answer. To ascertain the In¬ 
stant when lit Is noon on the seventy- 
fifth meridian, and to send that Infor¬ 
mation nil over tlie country, Is a great 
and a costly task. The Astronomical 
Observatory In Washington computes 
the true time, which Is thence transmit¬ 
ted by electricity to every Important 
city and town. About five minutes be¬ 
fore the Washington noon the telegraph 
companies cut off all their regular busi¬ 
ness, except on lines where they have 
more than one wire. They then connect 
all Important {mints, from which there 
may be numberless ramifications, with 
an electric wire going into the great 
clock lu the observatory, so that all over 
the country Its tickings may be heard. 
For the ten seconds Just before 12 
o'clock there Is silence, which Is broken 
by the "noon beat.” Hegulur business 
Is then resumed. In some cities the 
wires connect with a time-ball which 
drops with the noon beat. The tlme- 
baJl In Washington over the State, War 
and Navy Department building Is three 
feet In diameter, and can be seen from 
all parts of the city. Crowds frequently 
gather about to see It fall, a distance of 
twenty-one feet, high In the air. The 
man whom some of the spectators sup¬ 
pose to be diropplng the ball Is merely 
there to hoist It again to Its place. Iu 
the building beneath are twenty-three 
clocks which are each day automatical¬ 
ly corrected by It. Au electrical device 
"sets” them, placing hour, minute and 
second hands exactly vertical at the 
Instant the ball drops. The hands that : 
are too fast are pushed back, and those 
that are slow are thrust forward. Al¬ 
though Washington Is on the seventy- 
seventh meridian, the noon hour Is for 
convenience computed for the seventy- 
fifth, the time standard for the eastern 
part of the United States. In the can- ; 
tral bolt, which Is governed by the nine- 
tleth meridian, the signal from Wash-1 
ingtou means 11 o’clock, in the Rocky 
Mountain belt It Is 10 o’clock, and on 
the Pacific coast It Is 0.

American Coal the Best. 

“Ever since 1 was a boy I have boon 
reminded of the old story about ’carry¬ 
ing coals to Newcastle,’ whenever I 
performed unnecessary tasks,” said 
Richard Ilarker of Neweastle-on-Tyne, 
England, in the lobby of the Shore- 
ham last night "To carry coals to 
Newcastle was supposed to be as futile 
a task as trying to sweep back the 
waves on the seashore. 1 have lived 
to see coals carried to Newcastle, how¬ 
ever, aud, being an Englishman, lt 
grieves me to say that the coals In 
question came all the way from Amer 
ica. 

‘‘Within the last few years an enor¬ 
mous amount of coal hns been shipped 
from Norfolk, Va., to various parts of 
England. Some of It went to Ports¬ 
mouth, to the naval station there, and 
many tons were sent to Newcastle. We 
have better facilities for handling coal 
there than any other place In the 
United Kingdom. For many years It 
has tieen the center of the coal mining 
Industry of our country and conse¬ 
quently the arrangements and appli¬ 
ances for shipping fuel to various parts 
of the country are away ahead of those 
of other towns. 

"The coal that comes from the west¬ 
ern portion of the State of Virginia- 
soft coal. I mean—Is the finest fuel for 
steamships that Is mined anywhere In 
the world. The coal seems to produce 
more steam from a small quantity than 
any I have seen. It Is now used ex¬ 
tensively on th# vessels of the British 
navy and from what I saw a week ago 
in Norfolk and Newport News I should 
Judge that the shipment must amount 
to millions of tons per year.”—Wash¬ 
ington Times.

HISTORIC BATES HOUSE, OF INDIANAPOLIS, A MEiTORY. 



The historic old Bates House, Indianapolis, will be removed to make way for 
a modern hotel. The old Bates will be wiped out wholly, even to its mime. For 
fifty years the Bates was the most noted hotel in Indiana, and for a long time it 
has been one of the most famous hotels in the country. The house was buiit in 
1852 by Harvey Bates, Sr., in whose honor it was named. Its first cost was 
$60,000, a goodly sum for an Investment of this kind in a small Western town. 
A few years later Improvements and additions to the cost of $75,000 were made. 
Under its various ownerships the hotel entertained many eminent men. Lincoln 
stopped there before the Civil War, President Johnson spoke from its balcony. 
Stephen A. Douglas was n guest wlthlu Its walls, and all the noted Indiana statea- 
men honored the hotel with their pretence at oue time or another. Another na¬ 
tional event in which the Bates figured was the funeral of the inte Vice President 
Hendricks, whose home was in this city, and to whose obsequies eminent men 
came from all parts of the country. Oth'r famous people whose faces gladdened 
its corridors are Calve. Patti. Irvlug, Edwin Booth, John McCullough aud other 
artists and actors of distinction.

MAKING A GLOBE. 

Brief Description of a Very Interest¬ 
ing Proceee in Geography. 

First, the model Is covered with a 
thick lay«?r of pasteboard In a moist 
state. When It is dry, a sharp knife is 
passed around It so as to separate the 
pasteboard coat into two hemispherical 
•hells, which are then taken off the 
model and united at the cut edges with 
glue. The hollow sphere thus formed 
is the skeleton of the globe that Is 
to be. 

The next thing is to cover It with a 
coating of white enamel, about one- 
eighth of an inch In thickness. When 
this Is done the hall Is turned into a 
perfect roundneRs by a machine. The 
Iron rod running through the center of 
the original model, and projecting at 
both ends through the surface, has left 
holes in the new globe, which serve for 
the north and south poles, ajvd through 
these a metal axis is nin to represent 
the axis of the earth. 

Then the surface Is marked off with 
pencil lines into mathematical segments 
corresponding precisely In shape with 
the sections of map that are to lie past¬ 
ed on. These map sections are made 
from copper plates in Just the size and 
shape required to fit the globe that they 
are Intended for, one set, of course, cov¬ 
ering the entire spherical surface. They 
are printed, many of them, like dress 
patterns, on sheets of the finest linen 
paper, and are cut out carefully with a 
sharp-pointed knife. 

When they have been pasted on, the 
different countries are tinted by haj d 
with water colors. There is no special 
rule for this, except that contrasts are 
aimed at as a help to the eye of the 
uaer. Finally, the whole Is overlaid 
with a brilliant whits vamlah, which la 
of almost metallic hardness, and will 
wear indefinitely without scratching or 
losing its brightness.—Milwaukee Sen¬ 
tinel.

SALT MINING IN LOUISIANA. 


Immense Fossibilities Through Use of ! 
Compressed Air. 


A. Haskins, a Boston man, has solved 
the problem of salt-mining through the 
quick sands of the salt Islands of Louis¬ 
iana. By the successful result of his 
operations there lias just been devel¬ 
oped on Weeks Island another salt 
mine, sufficient, It is asserted, to supply 
the needs of the entire United States 
-and Canada. The facilities for hand¬ 
ling the salt are excellent, the Southern 
Fhotflc Railroad bclug only three miles 
away, while tho islaud lies In Vermil¬ 
lion Bay, with a deep channel to the 
Gulf of Mexico. The Southern Pacific 
Is now constructing a spur with 
switches direct to the mine. 

For several years attempts have been 
made to sink shafts down to the salt 
stratum, but all have filled In as soou 
as tho quicksands were struck. It was 
not until Mr. Haskins adopted the de¬ 
vice of sinking a caisson and excluding 
the water by compressed air that the 
problem was solved. It has never been 
ascertained to what depth the rock-salt 
goes, but the shaft will be sunk 400 to 
5w feet deeper, when tunnels will be 
run out lu various directions and the 
salt mined at the rate of 600 tons per 
day. 

The practical solution of this diffi¬ 
culty has opened up another Immense 
Industrial possibility for Louisiana, for 
on many of the Islands on the south¬ 
western coast salt is known to exist, 
but It has been unattainable on account 
of the quicksand formation through 
which shafts must pass. Jefferson 
Islaud, the Louisiana home of the vet¬ 
eran actor, Joseph Jefferson, may lie- 
come a busy hive If the owner decides 
to delve Into the earth and sand for salt. 
This Island Is next adjoining Weeks 
Island and its salt deposits are said to 
be very rich.

It 
doesn’t take many yards of Swiss mus¬ 
lin to make a fashionable summer 
gown. The fullness is only at the bot¬ 
tom of the skirt 

When It is desirable to shrink wash 
goods before making, the difficulty 
sometimes encountered lu getting the 
material ironed flat and straight after 
the bath may be overcome In this way, 
Bays one who has successfully mmle the 
experiment; I>ay the goods In yard 
or half-yard folds Into tho bath or any 
other largo tub; let It remain an hour 
or so covered with waters till every 
thread Is thoroughly wet. Then with 
careful handling, so as not to pull It out 
of shape, hang It on a stick over the 
tub to drain—a broomstick Rnswers 
very well—then after a while spread It 
out a little more where It will get en¬ 
tirely dry, when It can be smoothed 
with an Iron, If desired, without getting 
It out of shape. For shirtwaists the 
ironing Is not generally necessary, as 
they must be done up with starch be¬ 
fore wearing. , , \ 


A Novel Device for Cleaning Gloves. 

At some of the stores small squares 
of rubber may be bought intended for 
use In erasing spots from white gloves. 
Though the silk gloves nre by far tho 
more fashionable this season, the truth 
Is that not every woman can accustom 
herself to the peculiar creepiness of the 
silken fingers. Of course that Is a mat¬ 
ter of nerves, but the fact remains that 
silk gloves are crawly things. As to 
the best way of cleaning white kid 
gloves use a wide-mouthed bottle and 
gasoline. If you pour the gasoline out 
in a bowl and try to wash the gloves 
In it, the gasoline Is likely to evaporate 
more rapidly than It cleanses. But put 
it and the gloves In the bottle, Insert 
the stopper and shake while the cleans¬ 
ing process goes on. If the gloves arc 
not very soiled the same amount of 
gasoline will answer for a number of 
pairs and can, In fact, bo used until its 
color Is such ns to prove Its usefulness 
is over. If you have no bottle that will 
serve the purpose, an ordinary fruit 
can Is fully ns good, provided the top 
flts closely.

The traditional difference between a 
city and a country bred boy Is that the 
one Is smart aud "knows life,” while 
the other is dull and merely “knows 
beans” and other agricultural products.

To enumerate the great men of his¬ 
tory who have been country boys would 
be a tedious task. The great Roman 
dictator, Cineiunatus, not only spent his 
youth in the country, but the prime of 
his manhood, and when the citizens of 
the republic came to him to entreat him 
to load them out of their political diffi¬ 
culties, they found him at the plow. 
George Washington, perhaps the best 
parallel in modem times to Cincin- 
natus, reluctantly left his ancestral 
farm on the banks of the Potomac to 
assume governmental authority. As re¬ 
gards great literary men who have 
sought their earliest inspiration from 
the fields and roads surrounding their 
abodes, Robert Burns, the plowboy, 
may be adduced as, perhaps, the best 
known example, although some of our 
own bards, such as Whittier and Bry¬ 
ant, have painted the glowing colors of 
nature and sung of her matchless har¬ 
mony. 

Lincoln, the rail splitter; Garfield, the 
mule driver, and Clay, the “Mill Boy of 
'the Slashes,” stand out prominently as 
country boys who have become legisla¬ 
tors. These examples, and countless 
more, as the fact that many have re¬ 
ceived the schooling of a farm life In 
the days of their youth, leads to the 
very natural query: “Has the country 
boy, after all, been misrepresented, and 
Is it the city boy who Is under the real 
disadvantage?” Although difficult of 
solution, the question Is an interesting 
one, and any views tending to throw- 
light on the matter will doubtless be 
acceptable. Home have recently been 
given by eminently successful country 
boys, among whom is John Wana- 
ruakor, who says: 

“It Is an undeniable fact that the boy 
In the country possesses advantages 
not open to the youth growing up in 
our great cities. Tho lad whose Intro¬ 
duction to the busy world about him 
occurs amid rural surroundings finds 
his horizon not limited by the countless 
structures of God's goodness to man, 
as exemplified In his works through 
bounteous nature. The country hoy has 
nbundant evidence that among the hon¬ 
ored men of the nation may have had 
the advantages of a youth spent amid 
the green fields and pleasant surround¬ 
ings of a country life. 

“The many benefits of a health-giving 
ntmosphere and wholesome food are 
advantages the country boy possesses 
In excess of the boy In the city. Com¬ 
bined with these, regular hours of sleep 
and rest serve to perpetuate the sound 
mind In a sound body, so necessary for 
those who would attain the highest 
measure of usefulness In this busy 
world. 

“Free from the temptations which be¬ 
set the city youth on every side, luring 
him on to dissipation and ruin, the 
country boy finds his Joy and recreation 
In rational amusements, which leave no 
aftermath of vain regret. Thus he pre¬ 
pares the foundation of a vigorous con¬ 
stitution and good health on which to 
build his life.” 

While Gen. Grant, a poor country lad, 
was breaking wild colts, nnd when, be¬ 
low his teens, he was sent to the woods 
with wagon and team and chain to 
load heavy timbers, a task requiring 
all the tact and genius of a man, bn 
was forced to rely upon himself. Ne¬ 
cessity was the mother of resourceful¬ 
ness developed In young Grant that 
enabled him to accomplish this mar¬ 
velous feat It was by such conditions 
Jn country life, nnd not at West Point, 
that forces were put in motion that 
mnde Gen. Grant the hero of Donel- 
son nnd Vicksburg, culminating In tlie 
crowning honor of Appomattox. 

While Abraham Lincoln, In the 111- 
clad, unpromising boy of poverty, In 
the obscurity of the log cabin, where 
he climbed to bis bed of leaves In the 
loft by means of wooden plus In the 
logs, who would have been Jeered by 
the boy of affluence, he was there learn¬ 
ing the great lesson of sympathy for 
the plain people, and the self-reliance 
that fitted him In subsequent years to 
become the trusted leader who piloted 
the nation through the dark night of 
peril, and to break the shackles thnt 
bound a race In thraldom. 

While returning recently with a com 
pany of gentlemen from the grave of 
the mother of Abraham Lincoln, and 
discussing the advantages of country 
life to the boy, a prominent business 
man of Indianapolis said he pitied the 
boy who did not enjoy the advantages 
of country life. I would that the coun¬ 
try boy could know and appreciate his 
advantages. Personal experience In¬ 
tensities my interest In the country boy. 
Having experienced myself the priva¬ 
tions nnd hard work of the country boy, 
never having a penny to spend that I 
did not earn, and but few hours that I 
could appropriate for that purpose, 
what I deemed a hardship then. In the 
light of experience I now view as a 
blessing, for In this school of economy 
and patient drudgery 1 was obtaining 
the needed education to success. These 
environments did not abate my enthus¬ 


iasm, but only tended to Increase 
energy. I was learning self-reliance 
and will power, for I knew unaided I 
must fight the battle of life. Under 
such tutorage, obstacles became step¬ 
ping stones to higher levels. 

“In conclusion, a word to country 
boys. Don’t grow weary of your lot; a 
change to the gaity of the city will 
be worse for you. ratient toll is the 
road to true success. Be industrious, 
be economical, be hopeful; aim high, 
stand for nobility of character, aud you 
will win honor and success. A student 
of nature working in harmony with the 
God of nature.”—Washington Post. 


PRINCE OF FAS HION A WRECK 


Former New York Epicure and Daiidj 
Now a Pauper. 

Alfred Claggett, known fifteen years 
ago in all the principal hotels and res¬ 
taurants In New York as “Prince" Al¬ 
fred, because of the faultlessness of 
his dress and the elaborate courtesy of 
hfs manner, was locked up In the West 
30th street police station recently, says 
tho New York Herald, because he was 
unable to take care of himself. lie is 
now 60 years old. All his former grand¬ 
eur is gone, and there is hardly a trace 
about him of what he once was. 

Coming from a good Southern family 
and graduating from a Tennessee col¬ 
lege, upon his arrival in New York 
City he entered a prosperous tea house 
on Front street, which was conducted 
by his father. In time he succeeded to 
the business and made money rapidly. 
He supplied tea to the leading hotels, 
and for many years lived at the Hoff¬ 
man House, the Victoria and the Mur¬ 
ray Hill Hotel. 

He gave a great deal of attention to 
his dress, and his costume was always 
immaculate and of the latest cut. He 
was recognized ns an authority on gas¬ 
tronomic matters, nnd his opinion was 
always received with respect. 

Though his business yielded him a 
large Income, he spent it as fast It came 
in, and when the business went to 
pieces he was left penniless. He then 
became a whie agent, and for a time 
he mnde a success of this, but finally 
this failed and he was forced to seek 
assistance from his friends.
